There can bu no subject more cal- 


cu.ln.teil to impress a man's mind with 
his own Insignificance compared with 
the overwhelming power nnd glory of 
bis Orator limn the study and con- 
templation of the firmament In all Its 
boundless inlinity. 
It Is not to be 


wondered ut tliat from the earliest 
ugus the subject bus never fulled to 
exercise 11 fascination over men 
and 


that those who by their genius nncl 
learning have mist nearly succeeded 
lu solving its mysteries have always 
been reverenced and esteemed to be 
unions the wisest men of their day. 
More has htfii done within the last 
fifty years than in all the rest of the 
world's history toward the pierelug of 
the veil which shuts off frum our eyes 
the beauties !i:ul mysteries of faroff 
realms, and cbubtless by means of the 
spectroscope and increased size in the 
lenses of our telescopes we shall tin 
enabled before long to unravel st.il 
more secrets of the universe. 


The question ns to whether space is 


finite or infinite can never be satisfac- 
torily 
argued out or 
Indeed even 


thought of. for the human mind is iii- 
capahlc of grasping the existence of a 
limit to space, oven in Its most ab- 
stract form, but the question of the in- 
finity of worlds and their distribution 
in the infinity of space lies more close- 
ly within the scope of human intellect, 
for we have many material facts and 
calculation'! to go ujrjn In discovering 
the probable answer to thin most fas- 
cinating cnie'-ition. 


Only as tar back as the seventeenth 


century astronomers placed the num- 
ber of stars iu the universe aL. a little 
over l.tiUO. but this was absurd, as the 
real inn.: ii'r visible to the naked eye is 
about 7.H.HJ. and p:Thap.i nul,'.j thai 
number can be seen liy person* with 
exceptionally pi.id cyiwlght. When thi? 
heavens. 
Iw.vovcr, 
are 
examineil 


tlirou,;h a telescope the number of visi- 
ble s.M'.i is eiuruvjusly increased. Iu 
fact, it has !«Bii calculated that the 
most pcwc.'ir.l reveals as many as 
100.CCO.lOO! 
Vet what is that vast 


number compared with infinity? 
It 


cannot even be likened to a grain of 
saufl on the seashore, and yet if we 
think t1'.'. matter out carefully we shall 
see tint the number of visible stars 
cannot really ba infinite, for if they 
v.-ore the heavens would lie a complete 
blaze of light. This, of course, we 
know is far from being the case, and 
indee;! there caunot be any doubt that 
in certain parts of the heavens at least 
the number of visible stars Is already 
known: for even with the very stron- 
o.: telescopes there are blank spaces 


•which are absolutely devoid of stars 
below a certain magnitude or even the 
veriest trace of nebulous light. 


These spaces are known to astrono- 


mers by the name of "coal sacks." 
They contain no stars fainter than the 
twelfth magnitude and, in fact, appear 
to mark those parts of Ihe uuiverse 
which are comparatively thin. OB the 
other hand, in other parts of the heav- 
ens we have not by any means reached 
the limit of telescopic resolvability. It 
is curious, though, that these intensely 
dark "holes" in the bright empyrean 
lire mostly to be found in those parts 
of . the 
heavens where most stars 


abound, notably In the Milky Way. 


These remarkable blank spots have 


been a favorite theme of discussion 
and argument among all astronomers, 
for, whatever the real shape or dis- 
tribution of that universe may be, they 
point to the almost certain Inference 
that !u a particular direction at least 
there Is an actual limit to the number 
of stars, and If there Is a limit In one 
direction we have every right to sup- 
pose that such IB the case In others, 
and that we have only to wait for 
telescopes strong enough to resolve 
those parts which are still unresolva- 
ble to discover that a point can be 
reached when all the stars of the ant- 
verse are unaided to our gaze. 


If, now, we admit that the number 


of TlBlble stars in limited, the next 
qnedtlon to be asked is, What is the 
order or shape of their distribution? 
Various astronomers have had various 
theories about this matter. Herachel 
was inclined to think that the visible 
universe waa in the shape of a disk, 
though his views in this direction were 
considerably modified during the later 
part of his life. Struve considered that 
the universe was in tho fhape of a disk 
of limited thickness, but infinite length, 
a theory which is hard to support, as, 
unless the ultimate extinction of light 
In space Is believed In, that part of 
the heavens which lay toward the 
plane of -the disk would 
necessarily 


shine with the brightness of the sun. 
Proctor, though finding it Impossible to 
define any particular shape for the vis- 
ible universe, as a whole, was of the 
opinion that the brightest part of it— 
namely, the Milky Way—was In the 
form of a spiral. This latter theory, 
however, has many^ objections to con- 
tend with. 
Other \istronomers have 


bad different Ilicnries on this question, 
but n'l. a- nearly «!1. appear to admit 
an ultimate limit to the size of the visi- 
ble universe, or, in 'Mw: words, believe 
that the g.iiaxr of worlds which sur- 
round us frvni. in ft'-!, hut an islet In 
the vast inlinity of sp;U'o. 


It would appear ::l first sight that 


Buy attempt t;> soi-.-e the question of 
the existence of external galaxies and 
their distance was absolutely futile, yet 
such is not the case. The result of cal- 
culation is that the nearest external 
universe Is so far distant that light 
from It traveling at the speed of 188,- 
000 miles a second would take nearly 
90,000,000 years to reach nal-Cbam- 
ben' Journal.

TASTES IN CIGARS. 


Some Men I.Ike Their Tobacco MolHt 


and Some I ike It Dry. 


The public taste for cigars varies iu 


different localities "and countries, and 
hi all the large factories cigars are 
conditioned to suit the demands of the 
country to which they are to be sent. 
In Europe, more especially in the-Brit- 
ish Isles, the consumer of cigars re- 
quires that they should be dry—iu fact, 
almost brittle. It Is a common Inci- 
dent in that country to see a smoker 
take his cigar and place It to his ear 
to see If it will give forth a crackling 
Bound, and If it does not crackle the 
cigar Is considered too moist. 
Pipa 


smoking tobaccos, however, are re- 
quired very moist. 


In the United States the proper con- 


dition for cigars and pipe smoking to- 
baccos is just the reverse. The Ameri- 
can smoker requires his cigars in such 
a condition that the wrapper, binding 
and filler 
T£i.U yield to the pressure of 


the fingers without cracking or break- 
Ing the wrapper, while, on the other 
han.1, the smoking tobaccos, especially 
the granulated tobaccos, must be mod- 
erately dry. 


Various methods are employed for 


keeping cigars and tobaccos In the 
proper condition, but up to the present 
time no method has been devised that 
will act automatically. Both manufac- 
tured tobacco and cigars are suscepti- 
ble to climatic conditions, and it re- 
quires the constant attention of the 
manufacturer and dealer to regulate 
the moisture in his stock cupboard or 
showcase. In retail stores great trou- 
ble Is experienced in keeping the air 
hi the showcases In the proper condi- 
tion, especially when these are con- 
stantly being opened. 
In warm wet 


weather more moisture. is admitted 
than Is needed, while during the cold 
winter months the cigars are apt to be- 
come too dry. especially In the upper 
part of the showcases.—Science.

I have always been told thnt musk- 


rat houses mean a severe winter. In 
stead of a -sign of cold weather, tht 
muskrat house means simply that out 
or more mnskrats have chosen to live 
In the low meadow or nt the shallow 
head of the pond, where there is no 
chnnce to burrow underground and 
have a bedroom that cnnnut be ilooded 
by tile high tides of winter. 


These same uiuskrats, along the steep 


banks of a river, would tunnel Into the 
earth and there dig a bedroom out of 
reach nt the highest flood. They do not 
always succceed, however, as they are 
often washed out of their winter'beds 
by spring freshets. 


The house In the meadow Is usually 


built over a tall, stout tussock, -whose 
grassy top forms the bed. This Is dom- 
ed over, making a large room big 
enough for one or for half a dozen, ac- 
cording to the number of muskrats 
sharing the work. At least two open- 
ings or dives lead from the bed Into 
open water at the foot of the tussock. 
And this water never freezes. 
When 


ice forms outside, the warmth of the 
uiuskrats' bodies is sufficient to keep 
the doors free, through which the 
dwellers shoot at Instant alarm, for 
these passages lead Into winding bur- 
rows au,d waterways that run far out 
through the rich, rooty meadow.—Coun- 
try Life In America.

Jo fagulato Abusts. 


Many new laws are proposed to rem- 


edy the life hihurance aliiues and mo-'t 
of them will be introduced in the Liegis- 
latunaof thlity-seveii Slate* this win- 
ter. These measures piovlde standard 
forms of policy; require companies 
either to pay au:>ua dividends or cred- 
it the amounts earn.-d to poliuy-holj- 
ers; prohibit discrimination and rebat- 
ing; forbid corporations to act as agent* 
of life-insurance companies; regulate 
the elections of directors oi'uiulual com- 
panies; prohibit the publication of es- 
timates or illustrations which misrep- 
resent the terms of any policy or the 
advantages promised thereby; prohibit 
companies from making political con- 
tributions, or from expendli-g moie 
than ?o 000 for any specified purpose 
without the eminent of the L-uaril of di- 
rector^; prohibit companies from pay- 
ing any ollicer a salary in excess of $5(1,- 
000 a year; regulate investment fund-, 
aud regulate the disbursements of com- 
panies and (he retirement of the capi- 
tal stock thereof. It is the expectation 
of the commissioners that the suggest- 
ed Legislation will be referred to by the 
President in his annual message. 


Philippine Elections. 


Under the provisions of the proposed 


election law for the Philippines the 
forth-coming Assembly will consist of 
eighty-oue members, each representing 
a population of 90.000. The election of 
members Is to be held on July 1 next, 
aud the Assembly is to convene within 
ninety days thereafter. The delegates 
to the Assembly are to be granted the 
usual constitutional immunities, but 
are to be allowed to hold no other office 
aud to accept no appointment to any 
office created by the Assembly or any 
office whose emoluments shall have 
beeu increased duriug their term as del- 
egates. The Assembly is to make its 
owu rules aud to elect a speaker aud 
recorder. The proposed law is to be 
submitted to public discussion after 
November 25. The election is to be 
ordered by the President iu March 
next. According to report the Filipino s 
are generally pleased with the proposed 
law. 


Biennia tl&taclions. 


It Is said iu Providence that a move- 


ment to secure biennial elections for 
Rhode Island may be inaugurated this 
winter. The State would have had 
them loug before, this had It not beeu 
for the Democratic contention 
that 


nothing should be done until a consti- 
tutional convention is held; all sepa- 
rate amendments have beeu opposed 
by that party ou this ground rather 
than upon the ground of their unde- 
slrableueas. Now that this uew move- 
ment is being considered, It will un- 
doubtedly strike the same snag before 
it has gone. far. But that is no reason 
why It should be stopped. Biennial 
elections would be a great Improve- 
ment iu our Rhode Island affairs, and 
If the citizens could express their 
opinion on the uecenary ihange iu the 
constitution it seems as though the 
change ought to become a reality.— 
Westerly Sun.

cussion of late m to whether the voter 
at the city election on Tuesday would 
be allowed to use any aort of memoran- 
dum in the voting booth to assist him 
In marking his ballot Intelligently.

In view of the fact that there are 
so many names to be voted upon at this 
election many Intelligent men have 
felt that tney could not exercise the 
right of franchise to the best advan- 
tage without some such memorandum.

It will be noted that five of the great 


planets, including our earth, together 
with the sun and our moon will be iu 
line or conjunction near Dec. 1. The 
five bodies are not only bunched ou 
one side of the sun but Mercury is at 
its nearest point to the sun and the 
earth and' Jupiter are also at their per- 
helious or uearest poiutu to the sun. 


The aggregate effects of these uu- 


usnai groupings of the planetary bodies 
cannot, at this writing, be seen. Much 
groupings occur only at long intervals. 
But 1 feel sure that great disturbances 
will occur all around the earth aud that 
we will have great weather changes in- 
clu'thlg cold weather ou this coutiueut. 


It will be interesting to watch (he 


results of this uncommon, plauetary 
combination iu its elfeelu on all parts 
of the little planet ou which we live. 
Theseefl'ects will continue in a radical 
way at least till Dec. 7, probably long- 
er and those interested m plauetary 
meteorology will watch for reports 
from all parts of the earth. 


My forecasts of the changing energies, 


or force, or tension of the weather 
events are 90 per cent good, at lease, 
aud are therefore absolutely reliable. 
Even if I do miss some features of the 
weather this success aloue is sutTicieut 
to establish planetary meteorology as a 
scientific fact and prove lhat'it is a 
waste of time, au Injustice to the pub- 
lic, for the weather bureau to be run- 
ning off after other theories.

Secretary Root, bearing a message 


from the administration which could 
hardly be uiirtaken, spoke earnestly In 
favor of Sitip Subsidy Bill and also 
said certain things iu favor of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, which were grateful to 
ihe people at large aud which the 
South American diplomats were doubt- 
less also glad to hear. 'Then arose Mr. 
Bryan. He ignored Ship Subsidy; he 
said nothing about the Monroe Doc- 
trine; aud he presented to the Conven- 
tion two resolutions, the oue favoring 
international arbitration, ou which he 
had made his reputation befoie the 
Inter-Parliamentary 
Uuion Iu Bug- 


laud, aud the other characteristically 
democratic druouiicing all trusts aud 
monopolies of everv sort. 


Note the result. 
The Convention 


knew that the present administration 
was doiug all It reasonably could iu 
the matter of "trust busting." It knew 
also that we stood for international 
arbitration, witness the attitude of the 
President In issuing the first call for 
the re-a8.-embliug of the Hague confer- 
•euce. But it turuect down these two 
resolutions of Nebraska!! origin, aud it 
incorporated in the report of its resolu- 
tion committee a most stirring endorse- 
meut of the Monroe Doctrine, aud a 
further endorsement, uot of the Ship 
Subsidy Bill, but of the upbuilding of 
the American Merchant Marine with 
the incidental remark that it agreed 
thoroughly with the presentment that 
had been made by Secretary Hoot. 


Tins side ttepplng of the Subsidy Bill 


proposition wag no doubt a judicious 
avoidance of trouble. The Ship Sub- 
sidy Bill is going to be aii expensive 
luxury. It probably will secure the 
results at which U aims, but it has ac 
quired during the past session of Cou- 
gress a "yellow dog" reputation, and 
there will be uiauy bard things eald 
when the bill is Hually forced to a pas-j 
sage. 
This promises to be au interesting 


Congressional' session. The President 
will have behind him the support of 
many members iu both Houses for the 
things that he proposes doiug. At the 
same time be has iu miud some things 
that will cause a decided dissension 
among the members of the majority, 
aud there will be cliques and internal 
Intrigues besides which the insurrec- 
tions of the last Congress will be apt to 
look small. The inheritance tax is oue 
of these things. Such legislation is con- 
templated aud almost certainly will be 
pushed. There is also a strong senil- 
meut for tariff revision which will have 
to be reckoned with; but tho stand- 
patters, who are opposed to all talk of 
tariU adjustment, see in the inheritance 
lax au additional menace to their pi- 
slliou. One need only look back to the 
days of the Spanish war to lind what 
an inheritance tax is likely to bring in. 
There was a graduated duty of this sort 
imposed among the war taxes. It did 
uot last quite four years, but starting 
with $1,500,000 in the flrst year, it had 
produced $5,200,000 in the third year 
aud was progressing at the rate of $7,- 
000,000 a year when it was repealed. 
Now if the President starts in seriously 
witu his avowed proposal to reduce 
swollen fortunes It is a certainty that 
this inheritance tax law will uot be 
loug iu bringing In $20,000,000 a year. 
This will be very nice for the poor tax 
payer, but It will more than ever In- 
crease bis desire to see the land' reduced 
to a point where It will uot produce so 
much revenue. This is where the 
stand-patter will feel the shoe piuch, 
and it Is only natural that he will uot 
look with favor on any law that will 
weaken his position. 


Atteution is being called to more 


trouble in the luterior Department. 
Secretary Hitchcock is still busy with 
his effort to run down the Wyoming 
Land frauds aud fasten the guilt wher- 
ever it may belong, whether ou the 
Union Pacific Road , or the officials of 
the Land Office, or both.

This report 
of Judge Prouty has never been com- 
mitted to print, but it will furnish in- 
teresting reading, and it tallies closely 
with curreut reports that au ex-oiileiml 
of the Interior Department has beeu 
maintained for some years iu Washing- 
ton as a lobbyist before the luterior De- 
partment, aud before Congress, where 
the !utere»H of the Colorado Fuel & 
Irou Company were iu jeopardy. 
The 


Secretary uf the luterior has begun uu 
investigation ou this case, but iu the 
uature of things he cannot finish it iu 
his present term of office, aud it will be 
another legacy turned over by him to 
prospective Secretary Garlield. 


A decision has beeu reached by Post- 


master General Cortelyou to give the 
contract for prluting United States 
postage stamps to the Bureau of En- 
graving aud Prluting after all, in spite 
of tile fact that the Bureau was alight- 
ly underbid by the Amerciau Bank 
Nile Compauy ou proposals for the 
stamps a few weeks ago. The differ- 
ence in favor of the lower bid amount- 
ed to about $17,000, but theje was uo 
mandatory law which would compel 
the acceptance of this bid, and the 
Postmaster General decided that all 
things considered ,lt would not be 
economy to throw the postage stamp 
plant of the Bureau out of com mission 
and leave th* machinery standing Idle, 
or else sell li, probably at a Iocs, to the 
compauy which bad put in a lower bid 
for the stamps.

Ruffling His Pursuers 


Bangor, Me., Nov. 30.—Driven to 


ncek assistance at a habitation by the 
pangs of hunger nnd the ravages of 
exposure, Minot St. Clair Francis, who 
escaped from thp state prisou at Tuom- 
nslou Nov. 12. was captured without 
resistance at Glenbum, .a small towu 
10 miles north of Baugor. 


Although the officers were right on 


bis trail from the start, the fugitive, by

Francis called there 
nnd. after nilmittiiip his Identity, asked 
for something lo ent. 
He was given 


breakfast nnd then grunted permission 
to slor-p in llH> barn. Mrs. Grover spilt 
the information tlnil tho much hunted 
man WHS in the vi'-inity to 
Ilio city. 


The outers were liurrk'fl out and sur-

Protestant Episcopal church who have 
reached the same conclusion" as he hns 
not to be dismayed aud to stay where 
they are. 


"1 appeal." he says, "from those in 


places of authority in the eliurcll itself 
lo the great body of people."

serts that 
he does not blame his 


judges and that, though he bows to 
their will and feels that it Is final for 
him, 
he says:

Three 
Kinuil mills in northern New llamp- 
Hhire anmuilly convert .some 3.500cords 
of biri-h wood Into 170,1100 bushels of 
pegs. 


The white and yellow birch, the only 


species useil, is delivered at the mills 
iu cord wood form. 
The sticks are 


peeled of their bark and then sawed 
transversely into sections of a thick- 
ness equal to the lungtli of the pegs 
to be. From the sa\vs these disks are 
carried by eudles: <-'i:i:ns to a work- 
man who operate.-, a sxvhtiy n.'volviux 
bur that gouges ot:t '!:.' :'::i::!l kiuts 
nnd other IiupcrfucLioi.* ui tuu wood. 
Then the pieces pass between a pair 
of heavy roller presses, which score tb« 
wood in closely parallel lines. Another 
pair scores at right angles to tbe first. 
Tlie tiny Interstices between the check- 
ered lines will be the points of th» 
pegs. 


The splitting machine has the next 


turn. 
The essential features of this 


device are a striated cylinder, which 
catches In the scorings aud thus feeds 
tbe disks into tbe machine, aud a long 
horizontal knife which jigs up and 
down with lightulngllke rapidity, hit- 
ting the scored lines with unerring ac- 
curacy as thu disks are shoved along 
beneath It. It requires two such ma- 
chines to complete the work, the first 
splitting the wood into narrow rib- 
bons and the second cutting in the 
other direction into the single pegs. 


The continuous stream of pegs which 


issue from tbe machine passes under 
the sharp scrutiny of women, who 
deftly cull out the dark colored heart 
wood and turn the good pegs aside 
upon an endless chain to carry them 
through the finishing processes. 


They must be bleached by sulphur 


flames, dried In hot kilns, polished 
with powdered soapstoue In metal 
lined revolving drums, screened free 
from dirt and finally bagged in canvas 
sacks for shipment. 


The bulk of this enormous output 


goes abroad to furnish cheap footwear 
for the peasantry of Europe.- Youth's 
Companion.
